DECLARATORY  RESOLUTION  No.  791  - 1948 


For  the  vacation  of  the  alley  between  Buell  Drive  and  Hoagland  Avenue 
from  the  south  property  line  of  Belmont  Street  to  the  north  propertjr  line  of 
Shenandoah  Street,  also  the  vacation  of  Shenandoah  Street  from  the  east 
property  line  of  Buell  Drive  to  the  west  property  line  of  Hoagland  Avenue. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, Indiana, 
that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  the  alley  between  Buell 
Drive  and  Hoag^land  Avenue  from  the  south  property  line  of  Belmont  Street  to 
the  north  property  line  of  Shenandoah  Street,  also  Shenandoah  Street  from  the 
east  property  line  of  Buell  Drive  to  the  west  property  line  of  Hoagland  Avenue. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  alle^y  and  street  vacation  as 
above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana.

Under  no  circumstances 
shall  the  city  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or 
sums  due  from  the  said  property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond 
or  bonds,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the 
said  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  property  damages  as  said  City  is  by 
said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of 
the  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of  assessments  and 
issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  entitled  act 
and  all  amendements  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  streets  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  alley  and 
street  vacation  are  situated  in  the  South  West  Quarter,  Section  twenty  three 
(23),  Township  Thirty  ^30)  north,  Range  Twelve  ( 12)  East,  and  lying  within 
the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, Indiana.
